Arson Blamed in Md. Fires 


Offieials say at least 4 of the 
blazes were deliberately set 

INDIANHEAD,MD.| Investigators have declared 
arson as the cause of at lease four of the 42 
homes hit by fire early Monday in a pricey 
Charles County, Md., subdivision that had 
been criticized by environmentalists. 

Twelve homes priced between $400,000 
and $500,000 were destroyed in the early 
morning fires in the development next to an 
environmental preserve. No one was injured in 
the blazes, which struck unoccupied houses. 

Local, state and federal law enforcement 
officials were participating in an investiga- 
tion of the incident. FBI spokesman Barry 
Maddox said ecoterrorism was one of the 


motives that will be investigated. 

The Sierra Club, which in 2000 called 
the development “quintessential sprawl” that 
“threatens a fragile wetland and important 
historical sites near the Chesapeake Bay,” 
issued a statement Monday saying it “strongly 
condemns all acts of violence in the name of 
the environment.” 

Faron Taylor, a deputy state fire marshal, 
refused to comment on details of the fires, but 
told The Washington Post that “around the 
state of Maryland, we have not been confronted 
by this many houses damaged in a single devel- 
opment in 20 years of my experience.” (express)

WASHINGTON I Legislation to revamp the 
nation’s intelligence agencies moved clos- 
er to a vote and likely approval, perhaps as 
early as Tuesday in the House, as a leading 
Republican opponent announced he would 
support a compromise version. 

Rep. Duncan Hunter of California, chair- 
man of the Armed Services Committee, had 
been one of the main roadblocks to passage of 
a bill implementing the Sept. 11 commission’s 
terror-fighting recommendations. 

Hunter had wanted the bill to ensure that 
the Pentagon would retain 
some control over the tac- 
tical agencies that operate 
the nation’s spy satellites 
and analyze the results. 

The bill’s supporters 
had said the measure would 
not interfere with the opera- 
tions Hunter spoke about. 

However, language was added say- 
ing the new national intelligence director 
“shall respect and not abrogate the statutory 
responsibilities of the heads of the depart- 
ments of the United States government.” 

Hunter said Monday in a joint statement 
with Senate Armed Services Chairman John 
Warner, R-Va., “Pending a review of the rest 
of the legislation, we are prepared to support 
the bill as amended by this new language.” 

House Judiciary chief James Sensenbren- 
ner, R-Wis., remains opposed to the bill 
because he wants such issues as illegal immi- 
gration and asylum changes dealt with as well. 

If lawmakers fail to pass the overhaul, they 
will have to start from scratch next year after 
the new Congress is sworn in. jesse j. Holland (ap)

WAS H I N G TO N I Eight soldiers Bled a 
lawsuit challenging the U.S. Army’s 
policy requiring them to serve lon- 
ger than the terms of their enlist- 
ment contracts. 

The soldiers, believed to be the 
first active-duty personnel to file 
such a lawsuit, want a judge to order 
the Army to immediately release 
them from service. The suit was 
filed Monday. 

They say they weren’t informed 
when they signed up that they could 
be kept in the service beyond their

discharge date. The Army says the 
policy is needed to ensure there are 
enough experienced soldiers on the 
battlefield.

until next year. 

Under the Pentagon’s “stop -loss” 
program, the Army can extend 
enlistments during war or nation- 
al emergencies as a way to promote 
continuity and cohesiveness. 

The Army has defended the 
policy, saying the fine print on 
every military contract mentions 
the possibility that time of service 
may change under existing laws and 
regulations.

Judge OKs Jury

FORT HOOD, TEXAS I Amilitaryjudge 
ruled Monday that statements by 
President Bush and military leaders 
about alleged Abu Ghraib abuses do 
not appear specific enough to taint 
the jury pool for next month’s trial of 
a reputed ringleader in the case.

U.S. Trails 
Behind in 
Math Skills 

American teens score 
below international 
peers in new survey 

WASHINGTON I Fifteen-year- olds 
in the United States don’t have 
the math skills to match up to 
peers in many other industrial- 
ized nations, test scores released 
Monday show. 

The latest international compar- 
ison also underscores an achieve- 
ment gap in America: White U.S. 
students scored above average, 
while blacks and Hispanics scored 
below it. 

Overall, U.S. students scored 
below the international average 
in total math literacy and in every 
specific area tested, from geometry 
and algebra to statistics. 

Known as the Program for 
International Student Assessment, 
the test measures math, reading and 
science literacy among 15 -year- olds 
every three years. This time, the 
main focus was math. 

Among 29 industrialized coun- 
tries, the United States scored below 
20 nations and above five in math. 
The U.S. performance was about 
the same as Poland, Hungary and

Court Considers Jury Bias 


Justices weigh claims 
of discrimination from 
Texas death row inmate 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
considered Monday whether an 
almost all-white Texas jury unfair- 
ly convicted and sentenced a black 
man to death, the latest in a string 
of capital cases to reach the court 
from the state that executes more 
people than any other. 

Thomas Miller-El is challenging 
his conviction for the 1985 murder 
of a Dallas motel clerk. Several jus- 
tices appeared willing to overturn 
his sentence, pointing to evidence of 
racial bias during jury selection. 


It was the second time the jus- 
tices had heard arguments after 
ordering a lower court to reconsid- 
er Miller-El’s prejudice claims. The 
New Orleans-based 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals subsequently reaf- 
firmed the conviction. 

Justice Stephen G. Breyer noted 
the high court’s 8-1 opinion last year 
found a “strong suspicion” of dis- 
crimination injury selection. 

Justices this year issued sting- 
ing reversals in three cases involv- 
ing Texas death penalty convictions 
on various grounds, a striking num- 
ber for a conservative -leaning court 
that generally favors capital punish- 
ment. All the cases involved black 
defendants, hope yen (ap)

NASA Still Lacks Shuttle Repair Kits 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | Nearly 
two years after Columbia shat- 
tered in the sky, NASA still has no 
way of repairing the kind of holes 
that could doom another shuttle, 
space agency officials acknowledged 
Monday in their latest status report 
on the return-to -flight effort. 

The development of patches for 
the shuttle wings is proving far more 
difficult than imagined and, along 
with devising a way for astronauts to 


inspect their spaceship in orbit, rep- 
resents “one of the most challeng- 
ing and extensive return-to -flight 
tasks,” the 268 -page report said. 

Nonetheless, NASA continues 
to aim for a May or June liftoff of 
Discovery and contends it has dealt 
with other recommendations from 
accident investigators.

Vote Tally 
Certified 

State confirms Bush’s 
119, 000 -vote win; calls 
for a recount planned 

COLUMBUS, OHIO I This battle- 
ground state on Monday certified 
President Bush’s 119,000 -vote vic- 
tory over John Kerry, even as the 
Kerry campaign and third-party 
candidates prepared to demand a 
statewide recount. 

The president won Ohio with 
2.86 million votes, or 51 percent, 
to Kerry’s 2.74 million votes, or 49 
percent. 

The 118,775 -vote lead was closer 
than the unofficial election night 
margin of 136,000, but not enough 
to trigger a mandatory recount. 
Absentee and provisional votes 
made most of the difference. 

The Kerry campaign last week 
joined the presidential candidates 
for the Green and Libertarian par- 
ties who plan to ask for a recount. 
The Kerry camp is not disputing the 
outcome of the race, but wants to 
ensure that every vote is counted. 

The Democratic Party also said 
Monday it will examine reports of

But Army says it won’t 
court-martial 23 who 
refused Iraq mission 

BAGHDAD I The U.S. military 
said Monday it will not court- 
martial any of the 23 Army reserv- 
ists who refused a mission trans- 
porting fuel along a dangerous road 
in Iraq, instead planning less severe 
punishments such as extra duties 
or reduction in rank. 

The reservists from the 343rd 
Quartermaster Company are 
being disciplined for failing to fol- 
low orders under Article 15, which 
means no court proceedings will 
be held and the identities of the sol- 
diers involved will not be released, 
Lt. Col. Steve Boylan said. 

The soldiers failed to report Oct. 
13 for a mission to transport supplies 
from an air base near Nasiriyah to 
one north of Baghdad. They said 
they balked because the vehicles 
were in poor condition and didn’t 
have armor, and that complaints to 
their commander went unheeded. 

Boylan said 18 of the soldiers had 
been punished and the others would 
face reprimand this week. The sol- 
diers were expected to remain in 
Iraq until their 12 -month tour of 
duty ends in March, he said, (ap) 


JIDDAH, SAUDI ARABIA I Lobbing 
grenades, militants invaded Jiddah’s 
heavily guarded U.S. consulate on 
Monday, attacking staffers and 
others in the compound until 
Saudi security forces stormed in. 
Nine people, none American, were 
killed in the siege. 

Saudi officials blamed a “devi- 
ant” group — the government’s way 
of identifying al Qaeda extremists it 
holds responsible for a string of ter- 
ror strikes over the past two years. 


The bold assault, the worst in the 
kingdom since May, demonstrated 
that Saudi Arabia’s crackdown on al 
Qaeda is still far from successful. 

President Bush said the attack 
showed “terrorists are still on 
the move,” trying to intimidate 
Americans and force them to with- 
draw from Saudi Arabia and Iraq. 

The U.S. Embassy in Riyadh 
and the consulate in Dhahran 
were closed to the public for two 
days. The Embassy urged the thou- 


sands of Americans in the coun- 
try — many of whom already live 
under extraordinarily tight secu- 
rity — to “exercise utmost security 
precautions.” 

Five consulate employees were 
killed, the State Department said. 
Three of the five attackers also 
died in the shootout and the other 
two were captured wounded, the 
Saudi Interior Ministry said. A 
Saudi security official, quoted on 
Saudi television, later said one of the 
wounded attackers died in custody.

Fox Fires Police Chief After 
Brutal Mob Killing in Capital 

President Vicente Fox fired Mexico 
City’s police chief on Monday for 
allegedly bungling the response to 
a mob attack that killed two fed- 
eral police officers. The president 
last week blamed city officials for 
the Nov. 23 incident in which a mob 
seized, beat and burned to death two 
plainclothes officers of the Federal 
Preventative Police.

Khatami Speaks Out About

gram, claiming he had bowed to 
the will of supreme 
leader Ayatollah 
AH Khamenei and 
his hard-line allies 
to avoid riots and 
preserve the ruling

ment. “If I retreat-

ETA Sets Off 7 Bombs Across Spain 


Blasts injure several; 
seen as bid by Basque 
group to grab attention 

MADRID, SPAIN I Basque militants 
detonated small bombs in seven 
Spanish cities, slightly injuring 18 
people in a stunning resurgence of 
violence that shattered months of 
relative calm, officials said. 

After keeping a low profile fol- 
lowing the Madrid terror bomb- 
ings blamed on Muslim militants, 
the armed Basque separatist group 
ETA chose a highly symbolic day 
for a new show of force — the anni-

versary of Spain’s constitution. The 
constitution established a system of 
regional autonomy that ETA rejects 


as insufficient, fighting instead for 
outright Basque independence. 

The nearly simultaneous explo- 
sions in coffee shops, parks and other 
public places stretched from Spain’s 
northern coast to its southern one. 
Authorities had time to evacuate 
the places mentioned in the calls, 
although in at least two cases the 
explosions occurred elsewhere. The 
blasts were small, apparently calcu- 
lated to avoid loss of life. 

“ETA wants to sow fear. It wants 
to draw attention, but cannot afford 
to kill people,” said former ETA 
member Teo Uriarte, who now leads 
a group working for peace, (ap)

LONDON I The amount of aid rich 
countries give to poorer nations has 
fallen by half since the 1960s, risk- 
ing the lives of millions of children, 
a leading development charity said 
in a report released Monday. 

As a proportion of rich countries’ 
income, aid has fallen from an aver- 
age 0.48 percent in 1960-65 to 0.24 
percent in 2003, Oxfam said. 

The aid grouop singled out the 
United States for criticism, say- 
ing it gives just 0.14 percent of its 
national income in aid, making it 
the least generous donor by that 
measurement, (ap) 


IVORY COAST 

Mbeki Touts Progress 
In Government-Rebel Talks 

Government and rebel officials in 
Ivory Coast have agreed on a new 
timetable to carry out a long-stalled 
peace plan in West Africa’s economic 
hub. South African President Thabo 
Mbeki announced after a five-day 
peace mission. 

Ivory Coast has been split 
into rebel-held north and loyalist 
south since a September 2002 coup 
attempt propelled the country into 
civil war. Both sides have agreed to 
peace accords but failed to carry 
them out. President Laurent Gbagbo 
last month ordered airstrikes on the 
rebel-held north, citing insurgents’ 
failure to disarm, (ap)

Agreement Near in Ukraine 


Lawmakers compromise on electoral reforms 


KIEV, UKRAINE I Ukraine’s oppo- 
sition and pro -government law- 
makers tentatively agreed on a 
compromise Monday to ensure a 
fair vote during the rerun later this 
month of the fraud-ridden presiden- 
tial runoff and to gradually shift 
some powers from the presidency 
to parliament. 

Ukraine’s outgoing president, 
Leonid Kuchma, and Russian 
President Vladimir Putin said they 
would abide by the results of the 
new election, removing major ques- 
tion marks surrounding the Dec. 26 
rematch. The vote was ordered by 
the Supreme Court, which last week 


struck down the election commis- 
sion decision that Kremlin-backed 
Prime Minister Viktor Yanukovych 
won the Nov. 21 runoff. 

“Of course we will . . . accept the 
will of any nation in the former 
Soviet space, and will work with 
any elected leader,” Putin said dur- 
ing a state visit to Turkey. 

Yanukovych emerged from seclu- 
sion and declared he was confident 
of victory. Kuchma had supported 
Yanukovych in the runoff against 
Western-leaning opposition lead- 
er Viktor Yushchenko but has dis- 
tanced himself from the prime 
minister over the past two weeks as 


protesters swarmed the capital. 

Stepan Havrysh, a senior pro- 
government lawmaker, said all fac- 
tions in the parliament’s coordina- 
tion committee agreed to back the 
compromise to amend election laws 
and the constitution when it comes 
to a vote Tuesday. 

As part of the deal, Kuchma 
may also fire Yanukovych from 
his prime minister’s post, Havrysh 
said. Kuchma was quoted by The 
New York Times as saying that if 
he were Yanukovych, he would not 
run in the Dec. 26 vote, (ap)

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I Opinion 
polls published Monday showed 
that jailed Palestinian uprising 
leader Marwan Barghouti poses 
a threat to mainstream candidate 
Mahmoud Abbas in the Jan. 9 presi- 
dential election. 

The polls are the first since 
Barghouti threw the election 
scene into turmoil by entering the 
race just before the filing deadline. 
Barghouti is serving five life terms 
in an Israeli prison for his role in 
shooting attacks on Israelis. 

In a poll by the West Bank’s Bir 
Zeit University, 35 percent of respon- 
dents said they supported Barghouti, 
compared to 34 percent for Abbas. 
The Palestinian Center for Policy and 
Survey Research said Abbas had 40 
percent support, compared with 38 
percent for Barghouti. 

Another poll gave Abbas a com- 
fortable lead of 40 percent, com- 
pared to 22 percent for Barghouti. 
The polls each had a margin of error 
of 3 percentage points, (ap) 


TO RO N TO I Canada beefed up airport 
security and launched an investiga- 
tion on Monday into how more than 
1,000 airport security uniforms and 
badges disappeared during this 
year’s first nine months. 

Some of the lost items were dis- 
covered on online auction site eBay, 
according to CBC News. 

Transport Minister Jean Lapierre 
ordered an investigation by the Air 
Transport Security Authority, as well 
as an immediate check of the ID of 


all airport workers. 

Canada earmarked $6.2 billion 
to improve border security after the 
Sept. 11 attacks. Measures include 
improved screening at the 89 air- 
ports operated by the government. 
But critics say little has improved. 

“The real fear should be that secu- 
rity can now be breached at a major 
airport. That an airplane could be

WASHINGTON I AD.C. Council mem- 
ber who staunchly opposes the may- 
or’s baseball stadium deal predicted 
Monday it will fail when it comes up 
for a final vote next Tuesday. 

“I think people are probably

E-payment methods used more in ’03, Fed says 


WASHINGTON I For the first time, 
Americans’ use of credit cards, debit 
cards and other electronic bill pay- 
ing has eclipsed paper checks. 

According to Federal Reserve 
studies released Monday, the num- 
ber of electronic payment transac- 
tions last year totaled 44.5 billion 
— exceeding the number of checks 
paid, 36.7 billion. That’s a first, the 
Fed said. 

“The balance has shifted from 
check writing to electronic pay- 
ments, and we expect this trend 
to continue,” said Richard Oliver, 
senior vice president of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 

In the Fed’s previous research, 
the number of checks paid in 2000 


came to 41.9 billion, while the num- 
ber of credit cards, debt cards and 
other electronic payments totaled 
30.6 billion. 

“It’s all about convenience. No 
longer do consumers want to write 
checks with two forms of identifica- 
tion,” said Richard Yamarone, econo- 
mist at Argus Research. “It’s so much 
easier to swipe and sign.” 

Yamarone also believed that 
incentives linked to credit cards 
and some other electronic payments 
is a factor behind their increasing 
use. “You don’t get any air miles for 
writing checks,” he said. 

The 44.5 billion electronic pay- 
ments in 2003 had a dollar value 
of $ 27.4 trillion, (ap)

The Wizards’ Golden Touch 


Ex-Warriors lead team to best start in 30 years 


WIZARDS I The culture of losing has 
taken a leave of absence from the 
Washington Wizards, who are off to 
their best start in three decades. 

“I still feel that a lot of peo- 
ple think this is a fluke,” forward 
Antawn Jamison said. 

Well, of course they would. After 
all, these are the Wizards, who have 
been among the losingest franchises 
in American pro sports for 16 years. 
Big-name coaches and players — 
Michael Jordan chief among them 
— have arrived to find an intangible 
psychological barrier that kept the 
team from winning. Washington 
has been so inept that it has not won 
a playoff game since 1988. 

But the locker room has a dif- 
ferent feel this season. Players fed 
up with losing have changed the 
atmosphere. The Wizards are find- 
ing ways to win games, instead of 
excuses to blow another one. The 
result is a 10-5 record, the fran- 
chise’s best 15 -game mark since 
the 1974-75 team started 11-4.

Experts say weight 
workouts are needed

EXERCISE I Weight training has 
gained attention in recent years as 
a way to prevent bone loss in post- 
menopausal women. Now experts 
say this type of exercise is crucial 
for everyone. 

In issuing updated exercise .. 
guidelines for children and f - 
adults, the American ^ 
College of Sports 
Medicine empha- 
sized not just the 
benefits of cardio- 
vascular exercise but the 
advantages of resistance 
training as well. Resistance 
training doesn’t always 
mean weight workouts 
— it also refers to using 
one’s own body weight 
in exercises such as 
push-ups. 

Children should do 
impact activities such as 
jumping, combined with 
moderate resistance train- 
ing at least three days a week 
for 10 to 20 minutes, the 
guidelines suggest.

Hanukkah books 
reconnect kids 
to Jewish tradition 

HOLIDAY BOOKS I The individual reli- 
gious and cultural celebrations of 
Christmas, Hanukkah and Kwanzaa 
often are lumped together as “the 
holiday season.” 

That can lead some children 
to wonder what traditions come 
from their own heritage. That’s 
what happens in “A Confused 
Hanukkah” (Dutton, ages 5 and 
up) by Joy Koons and illustrated 
by S.D. Schindler, one of a handful 
of new books based on the Jewish 
Festival of Lights. 

When it looks like the villagers in 
rural Chelm will have to celebrate 
Hanukkah without the guidance of 
their rabbi, they send a rather simple 
and forgetful soul named Yossel to 
a nearby town to brush up on how 
to observe the holiday. 

Yossel ends up in a much big- 
ger city where the residents cele- 
brate Christmas. So he convinces 
his peers to put up a large tree in 
the village square, decorated with 
matzo balls and dreidels, and that a 
fat man in a velvet suit would need 
to make an appearance. 

“Spin the Dreidel! ” (Little Simon, 


ages 3 to 7) by Alexandra Cooper 
and illustrated by Claudine Gevry is 
a guide to the spinning top game. 

The board book comes with a 
dreidel attached to the binding 
so young readers can play along 
with a family who trades choco- 
late gelt between bites of latkes 
and dessert. 

The fried potato pancakes bring 
mixed feelings for young Selma in 


“Papa’s Latkes” by Michelle Edwards 
and illustrated by Stacey Schuett 
(Candlewick, $15.99, ages 5-7). 

This is the first Hanukkah for 
Selma and Dora without their moth- 
er, who died earlier in the year. They 
must learn to adjust and to appreci- 
ate Papa anew when he arrives with 
a 50 -pound bag of potatoes and his 
own recipe for latkes. 

In “Hanukkah, Oh Hanukkah” 


(Dial, ages 2 and up) by Susan L. 
Roth, the celebrants are a family of 
Jewish mice who light the meno- 
rah, dance the bora and take time 
to honor their forefathers. 

Roth’s critters are made of col- 
lages of pieces of fabric and paper 
that are cut down to every detail, 
even the Hebrew letters on the 
dreidel and tiny gold coins for

MUSIC I Nas’ new double album, 
“Street Disciple” (Sony Urban 
Music/Columbia), is nearly as 
enjoyable in its extravagance as 
his debut masterpiece was in its 
poignant brevity. 

These 23 songs mostly just 
hint at the brilliance of the artist 
who made the nine -song classic 
“Ulmatic” back in 1994. But Nas 
has long since moved on, and his 
exploration of unique themes makes 


up for sometimes weak choruses and 
his tendency to coast vocally. 

The themes veer from skew- 
erings of political leaders on 
“American Way” and flawed role 
models on “These Are Our Heroes” 
to the family celebrations “Getting 
Married” and “Me & You (Dedicated 
to Destiny).” 

Most compelling is the musical 
history lesson of “Bridging the Gap,” 
which wraps a grimy blues riff and 
spiraling strings around a chorus 
supplied by Nas’ father, jazz artist 
Olu Dara. 

For all the range of concepts, 
though, Nas is usually at his best 


delivering high-energy rhymes that

Rhyme, Ritual 
And Rhythm 


Matisyahu may be 
the world’s best 
Hasidic beatboxer 

MUSIC I If you’ve seen one Hasidic 
Jewish reggae beatboxer, you’ve 
seen them all. Literally. 

There’s no one else like 
Matisyahu. The conservative look 
gives no hint of the serious flow 
dropped when this MC grabs the 
mic. And it’s no joke. His mix of 
dancehall grooves and lyrical virtu- 
osity — in both English and Hebrew 
— has stunned sold- out crowds at 
landmarks of New York ennui like 
the Knitting Factory and Mercury 
Lounge. On Tuesday he makes his 
first appearance in Washington. 

Matisyahu, 24, grew up 
Matthew Miller in White Plains, 
NY. Repeated flirtations with 
expulsion from Hebrew school, 
plus a bar mitzvah held at an Italian 
restaurant, led to life as a teenage 
Deadhead. It was in Bend, Ore., 
where Miller attended a therapeu- 


tic wilderness program, that he was 
first smitten with reggae. 

As a student at New York’s New 
School, he met the Lubavitch rabbi 
who would inspire Miller’s return 
to his faith. For his first year among 
the Hasidim of Crown Heights, 
Miller’s Torah studies required he 
neither play nor listen to music. 

But soon he was writing lyrics 
to rap rhythmically over reggae 
tapes. And as he moved closer to 
Hasidism, his lyrics increasingly 
drew from the Old Testament. 

As Matisyahu, he mixes art and 
prayer, though never on Fridays and 
only without his glasses — ladies’ 
attire tends to the immodest in 
nightclubs. 

His first album, “Shake Off 
the Dust ... Arise!” on J Dub 
Records, takes its own advice 
with both novelty and chops 
enough to fill any dance floor.

Millie’ is an ode to 
sizzling New York 

STAGE I It’s 1922 and New York City 
is heating up. Not only are young 
ladies raising their hemlines, lower- 
ing their moral standards, smoking, 
drinking, dancing and exchanging 
sizzling bon mots with slick-haired 
swains, but an international crime 
is afoot among the madcap jazz dens 
— white slavery! 

OK, so “Thoroughly Modern 
Millie” doesn’t sport the most pro- 


gressive or even likely of premis- 
es — evil Chinese men importing 
Caucasian women for sport and 
profit — but of all the musical’s 
glittering bibelots and furbelows, 
the dark subplot has the least sub- 
stantial effect on the viewer. 

It’s an ode to Manhattan’s most 
spirited and glamorous age, seen 
through the eyes of Miss Millie 
Dillmount (Darcie Roberts), a young 
Midwesterner just off the train and 
ready to become a star, if New York 
City will have her. 

The classic theme of an inno- 
cent who changes a jaded milieu 


more thoroughly than it changes 
her is given a shot of caffeine — and 
maybe an ounce of gin — with 15 
songs, choreographyby Rob Ashford 
and spunky direction by Bethesda’s 
own Michael Mayer. 

“Thoroughly Modern Millie” 
took New York by storm dur- 
ing its revival, so it’s likely that 
Washington, which could use a 
winter pick-me-up, will also find 
the show a bracing tonic it can hum 
along to. (EXPRESS)

Rising Internet sales 
haven’t diminished 
the flood of catalogs 

L.L. Bean projects its online sales 
will overtake its catalog business 
within two years, but don’t expect 
trees to be spared in the process. 

The company has no plans to 
scale back its mailings of 200 mil- 
lion catalogs a year. Nor do other 
mail-order companies flooding 
customers’ mail boxes this holiday 
season — the number of catalogs 
shipped to homes and business- 
es has held steady despite online 
competition, and actually grew 
last year. 


“People who were caught up in 
Web mania thought it would sup- 
plant the catalog,” said Madison 
Riley of Kurt Salmon Associates, 
a retail consulting firm. “That has 
not come true.” 

In what’s known as a multi- 
channel retailing world, catalogs

Sales dropped when Lands’ 
End cut back on the catalogs it

Catalog companies shipped out 
the same number of catalogs from

Analysts once said the Internet 
would render catalogs obsolete. 

But catalogs survived even as 
Internet sales have grown at a faster 


pace. Internet sales are projected to 
rise 27 percent to $52 billion this 
year while catalog sales will grow 
6.7 percent to $143 billion, said 
Amy Blankenship of the Direct 
Marketing Association, a New 
York-based trade group. 

L.L. Bean once shared the view 
that online sales would lessen its 


reliance on printed catalogs. But the 
company found that the two were 
intertwined, with catalogs giving 
a significant boost to Web site traf- 
fic and shoppers freely switching 
between the channels, said Steve 
Fuller, Bean’s marketing chief.

Are there any good deals on iPod 
minis out there? I haven’t seen a 
good sale price anywhere. 

And you probably never will. 
Apple keeps a tight grip on retail 
pricing, such that it’s essentially 
impossible to find any Apple prod- 
uct sold for less than list. The best 
you can do is find deals that bundle 
other items with a list-priced Apple 
item — for example, if you can get 
an iPod mini bundled with a car- 
rying case, or an iMac G5 sold with 
extra memory. 

We’re looking for a good color print- 
er for photos, but have concerns 
about fading. Would you make a rec- 
ommendation? Do printers with indi- 
vidual color refills save that much? 

As long as you don’t have the pic- 
ture hung on a wall where the sun 
hits it directly, fading should not 
be a problem. The ink manufac- 
turers have really worked on that, 
and these days it’s not something 
you need to worry about. 

One distinction that does still 
exist, however, is water-resistance; 
Epson has managed to stay ahead 
of competitors with its DuraBrite 


inks. (This isn’t a factor for photos 
you hang on walls, but it is some- 
thing to consider if you’re printing 
out recipes.) 

Individual color cartridges can 
save you money, but only if there’s a 
meaningful difference in the speed 
at which you consume one color ver- 
sus another. I doubt that happens 
all that often, unless you’re in the 
middle of Picasso’s blue period. 

Any advice about satellite radio? 
Sirius or XM? 

I like XM over Sirius, based on 
my own experience of each service’s 
reception. XM performed a lot bet- 
ter around here; it doesn’t have some 
of Sirius’ exclusives (Howard Stern, 
NFL broadcasts) but I personally 
don’t consider their loss to be any 
sort of a deal breaker. YMMV (Your 
Mileage May Vary), of course.
